EXPENSE INVOLVED IN COMPETING IN NATIONAL YOUTH 
CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

UP TILL THIS SEASON ONLY THE UNDER 16 TEAM HAD 
BEEN INVOLVED AND BECAUSE IT WAS ONLY ONE TEAM, CLUBS 
HAVE TENDED TO IGNORE THE PREPARATION AND PERFORMANCE 
OF THE LADS REPRESENTING THE A.C.T. AND HAVE NOT STUDIED 
THE STRENGTH OF THE OPPOSITION. 

BROADLY, THE SITUATION IS THAT FOR WHAT HAS BEEN 
CALLED THE NATIONAL YOUTH CHAMPIONSHIP, EACH STATE 
CONTRIBUTES AN EQUAL AMOUNT TO COVER THE BASIC TRANSPORT 
AND ACCOMMODATION COSTS OF ALL STATE TEAMS AND AT THE 
MOMENT THIS CHARGE IS $1250.00 WHICH HAS OF COURSE TO 
BE PAID TO THE AUSTRALIAN SOCCER FEDERATION. THIS YEAR 
THE CHAMPIONSHIPS ARE IN BRISBANE AND IN ADDITION,OTHER 
AGE GROUPS ARE BEING CATERED FOR BY WAY OF NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIPS, THE A.C.T. WILL HAVE AN UNDER 15 TEAM 
GOING TO MELBOURNE AND AN UNDER 13 TO ORANGE N.S.W. 

: THIS YEAR THE YOUTH TEAM SUB COMMITTEE HAS TAKEN 
IN HAND AN ART UNION, THE PROCEEDS OF WHICH WILL BE USED 
TO MEET THE EXPENSES OF GETTING OUR TEAMS TO NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIPS, PROPERLY PREPARED AND OUTFITTED --CHARGES 
WHICH WILL HAVE TO BE MET DIRECTLY FROM FEDERATION FUNDS 
IF THE ART UNION DOES NOT YIELD THE DESIRED RESULT. 

THE BOYS THEMSELVES HAVE BEEN BUSY SELLING TICKETS 
AND THE FEDERATION CLUBS HAVE BEEN ASKED TO MAKE A

A strengthened and, possibly revitalised Olympic side runs up 
against first division leader Croatia-Deakin on Sunday in what should 
be the most entertaining match of the ACT Soccer Federation's round. 

Croatia-DEakin, riding high this season and a solid favourite 
to win its first premiership since 1969, cannot afford to slip at this 
stage. Whilst it is true that the Blues have not beaten Deakin since 
last season's Fraser series, Olympic has often shown enough class in 
patches to worry more favoured teams. In fact in the first round the 
teams were very close at half time and it was only after a dressing 
room squabble which upset the players'concentration that the 
application of the Deakin side saw them go away with the game in a 
comfortable fashion. Has Olympic learned from the mistake of allowing 
all and sundry to have a go at the players at the interval ? Time will 
tell. 

The acquisition from Melbourne of a very accomplished centre half 
Avlonitis, on whom Footscray JUST had placed a transfer fee of $1700, 
is certain to have strengthened the defence. Con Engel's forward power 
has also been given a fillip with the signing of another Melbourne 
player, a winger named Con Tabakis. THese factors, coupled with the 
return after injury of George Campbell, are certain to help the Olympi- 
cause. The game will probably be played at a very fast pace- that is 
if the pitch at O'Connor has a playing area recovered from recent rains 

Croatia~DEakin will go into the match as a clear favourite, justi 
fiably so when judged on recent performances. Pat Stanley is fortunate 
to have at his disposal three players of the outstanding ability of 
Vlado Horvat, Ivan Gruicic, and Nado Spaleta, players who are thinking 
all the time and eager for goals. 

It has been rumoured that centre man Anton Ecimovic, is to leave 
the area to accept promotion which would be a blow particularly at this 
time of the season and in view of his good recent form. 

Deakin will go into the game with a considerable psychological 
advantage, having registered a succession of emphatic wins over Olympic 
in both cup and league matches. Either way this should be a good game. 

Lyons, which is playing well enough to finish in third place 
in this season's lop-sided competition- a fine debut in the top echelon 
of Canberra soccer-receives a chance on Sunday to score a "double" over 
Monaro. 

There is a very real worry over the state of grounds at the moment 
and Phillip as the venue for this game will be in bad state, Lyons downed 
Monaro 3-1 at their first round meeting and has since demonstrated 
enough: all round ability to take the points again. 

Lyons has obvious ability in both defence and midfield and if it 
could find some real speed and shooting power in the forward line to 
complement the creative abilities of Jose Arquero and Johnny Davies, 
would be occupying a higher place on the ladder. 

Arquero is in outstanding form at present and handed in a virtuoso 
performance in the club's Federation Cup match against Hughes last Sunday 
While Lyons in the main, reached a certain level of consistency in its 
play, Monaro has been struggling to find a workable pattern all season.

THE VOICE Of WEST WODEN 


A soccer club which has predominantly juniors as its members like 
the West Woden Soccer Club is in many aspects very much different from a 
senior soccer club. A team of eleven adult players are able in theory 
to form a club and if more adults are joining this club, another or even 
more teams may be set up. You may have a committee, select your strongest 
players for your first team and you are ready to play. 

Tt is of course not all that easy as it may sound on paper but some 
facts must be admitted. Players who do want to play in a senior soccer 
club are ready made footballers, not all champions, but basically people 
who know the game, being adults, they can look after themselves and make 
their own decisions and usually they can manage their own finances. 

But have a look at a club of juniors. You have boys who like the 
game, with parents who are not over-enthusiastic because soccer is 
foreign to them. THen you have the boys who would rather like to do 
something else, but because father is a soccer fanatic, have to 
play this game. You have boys who are very talented and others who seem 
to have two wrong feet. You have boys with parents who are interested 
in the activities of their offspring and others who could not care less 
what "Little Jimmy" is doing with himself. 

All these boys from 6 to 16 years of age are forming a club, in 
fact, they are the club andthey of course, cannot look after themselves, 
they cannot make their own decisions and they have no finances of their 
own. Somebody has to do the admifistrative part for them. With about 200 
boys one could come to the conclusion that there are 400 parents to pick 
from, but anybody who is involved with junior soccer knows that this is 
a beautiful illusion. You have a handful of hard core incurables who 
are willing to be elected as officials, you have two and a half hands- 
full dedicated men who are willing to spend their leisure time coaching 
and managing the boys and if you*are lucky you find a small bag of 
parents who give a helping hand in one way or another. This situation is 
not a WEST WODEN feature, I believe that we are much luckier in this 
respect than many other junior clubs. We have a committee that really 
does some work and not restricts itself to represent only. We have 
coaches, who really ; have the well being and the education of 
their boys at heart and do not try to be the king on the chessboard with 
the boys as the necessary pawns around them, and we have parents who are 
fulfilling their obligations towards their boys and their club. We would 
like to have more -han we have now but we are aware that in the end not 
the quantity but the quality counts. Our ambition is to have a club con 
-sisting of various teams and not various teams who pretend to be a club 

In West Woden we do things together for the benefit of all 
members and not only for one individual team which may be particularly 
strong and eye catching or are in the lucky position to have a coach who 
happened to be richer than the next one and tries to be a club within a 
club, by allowing his own team little extras (as long as they are winning) 
The stronger players are in Division 1 and the less stronger ones are in 
the lower divisions, that is the only difference you will find in West 
Loge between our boys. Beside this, one boy is as important to us than 

e next one.

This “'commmity" feeling does not come out of itself, it must be 
created and continuously be kept alive. Regular committee meetings. make 
sure that the administrative side of the club is not lacking. Coaches 
and managers meetings at regular intervals are dealing with the day to 
day problems of the various teams and are used to educate the coaches a 
little more. Lionel Davies from the St.Johns Ambulance gave jectures in 
first aid on the soccer field, John Van.Der Lende as President of the 
Referees Division spoke about rules of the game and F.A, Coach and now 
A.C.T.Director of Coaching Dennis Hall will lecture on training 
techniques. The club's own Newsletter ''Goal" is acting as commmication 
link between all members of the club. Being affiliated to the Woden Valley 
Club gives us a home to come together if so desired. 

We arrange at leat one social per season and as a "grand finale" we 
are holding our annual picnic in Hall with merry go-rounds, pony rides 
and various activities for the whole family. 

We have our shortcomings and failures naturally, but our rising 
popularity in our area proves that WEST WODEN is on the right way. 


EDITOR : We are indebted to Gerry Martens for further articles on West 
Woden club. I think you would find his statements that adult players can 
look after themselves will be challenged by most officials of senior 
clubs in any ser. The percentage of senior players who are prepared to 
jump in and make their own club really go is incredibly small. One gets 
the impression that the average player these days expects to be picked 
up, taken to the ground, provided with imnaculate strip, placed in the 
position he wants in the team and a new ball provided and then after the 
match provided with refreshment and taken. home at no cust to himself. 
The real lovers of the game are often as Gerry says "hardcore incurables" 
but it is surprising how few carry the load, 

It would be interesting to get West Woden's views on what happens to 
their youngsters when they are around 16 and ready for senior football. 
Are they to be passed to another club ? If they are has West Woden 
considered an apprentice type contract which would allow the club to 
recoup some of the expenses if their players are snapped up by money 
clubs? Does the club look on itself as a nursery for senior clubs? Without 
interfering with a players amateur status the West Woden club would 
have to be interested in getting something back if players are to 
transfer and not remain with the club at 16 years of age. In different 
degree all amateur clubs face the problem of developing players for years 
only to lose them when. money appears, what is the West Woden and for 
that matter any junior or amateur club's attitude to this ? 

The West German club $.C.Hertha coming here on 21st July has around 
40 teams in its structure from 12 years of age up with the club's top team 
in the German 2nd Division. A young player is trained, schooled and coached 
and if good enough finds his way to the top but when he leaves the club, then 
the club. is able to collect a payment which helps keep the whole club and 
its skilled people operating. Young striker, who will play against the A.C.T. 
and is just over 21, has been signed with an Austrian Club for over $200,000 
dollars. Not suggesting that Croatia-Deakin would pay that for one of your 
boys Gerry, but what is West Woden's attitude to the "professional" clubs? 
Many thanks West Woden, keep up the good work.

INCORPORATION ? 


The matter of incorporation of clubs has been widely discussed 
over the past year or so and most senior clubs have successfully moved 
in this direction. 


A recent article in Rydges Business Journal is recommended reading 
for people wondering the merits of clubs protecting themselves and in 
being protected too. 


The article says that businessmen dealing with clubs, which are not 
incorporated could find themselves pursuing an elusive legal target in 
the event of some default. 

The gay abandon with which un-incorporated clubs, and outsiders, 
deal with each other has but shaky support in law. For instance, sports 
goods firms deal liberally with such clubs, often oblivious of how the 
oe is set up, or with only a hazy idea of who is ordering on behalf 
of whom. 


True it is that with honesty and commonsense all round, many such 
dealings work out all right. Controllers of non-profit bodies often have 
an above-average sense of social responsibility ; the profit-margin 
may be high enough to absorb an extra risk ; and, after all, there are 
non-payers in every class of customer 

Nevertheless, dealings by or with an unincorporated body face 
peculiar technical difficulties. The problem is that such an association 
lives in a legal shadowland. Legally it is a non-person. The law knows 
only two kinds of persons - human individuals and bodies corporate ( more 
loosely called "companies'). In law, an unincorporated body is nothing 
more than the collection of individuals who belong to it for the time 
being. A shifting target, indeed. Individual members can have legal rights 
and duties ; the club as such, cannot. 

In this respect, corporations are radically different, Some are rich 
and reliable ; others are broke and shady. But at least there is no 
doubt about their identity and capacity to sue and be sued. They are legal 
“persens" with an identity quite separate from their members'. Usually 
they will derive that "personality" from the Companies Acts. 

The Rydges article also says " Corporations, no matter how they have 
acquired that character, and no matter how greatly they vary in practical 
reality, are alike in having a distinct legal personality. They may lack 
a soul to be damned and a physical posterior to be kicked, but they are 
as visible to the eyes of the law as any human being". 


The A.C,.T.Soccer Federation's Constitution provides that all clubs 
must be "incorporated" and it is strongly recommended that clubs in the 
A.C.T.Amateur Soccer Association discuss this matter with their auditors 
or solicitors. 


The article quoted above was loaned by Bill Arnold of O'Connor 
Pharmacy and there is a lot more to it which Bill would be only too happy 
to discuss with you, I'm sure.
